AVIATION  WORKSHOP 
July  20th  — August  21sl 

The  aviation  workshop  for  teachers  being  held  at  the 
University  of  Montana  in  Missoula  is  being  sponsored  fay 
the  Montano  Aeronautics  Commission,  the  Slate  Department 
of  Public  Instruction  and  the  State  University. 

The  use  of  the  word  "workshop"  for  the  teacher  training 
program  does  not  mean  that  the  work  will  be  airplane  over- 
haul or  repair  work.  The  terminology  is  used  in  colleges 
and  universities  throughout  the  country  and  pertains  to  con- 
centrated instruction  in  short  courses  for  teachers  to  keep  the 
teachers  cuirently  informed  on  the  subjects  they  teach.  This 
program  at  Missoula  is  available  to  both  graduate  and 
under-graduate  teachers  and  the  five  weeks  aviation  work- 
shop will  give  a teocher  six  credits  toward  a master's  degree. 

The  Air  Force,  the  Civil  Air  Patrol  and  the  Civil  Aero- 
nautics Administration  are  assisting  in  putting  on  the  pro- 
gram which  includes  a lour  of  Fairchild  Air  Force  Base  at 
Spokane  and  field  trips  to  installations  at  airports  in  the 
Missoula  vicinity. 

The  directors  of  the  workshop  will  be  Mr.  John  L.  Good- 
win of  the  University  of  California  who  is  a national  author- 
ity on  aviation  education  and  Mr.  John  W.  Patterson  of  the 
CAA  regional  office  at  Kansas  City  who  is  an  air  age  educa- 
tion consultant.  Speakers  on  the  program  will  include  Mr. 
Mervin  Stnckler,  education  advisor  for  the  Civil  Air  Patrol 
and  Mr.  Chet  Moulton,  director  of  aeronautics  for  the  state 
of  Idaho. 

Teachers  may  enroll  lor  this  course  at  any  lime  before 
the  registration  dale  in  Missoula  on  July  20th. 

The  purpose  ol  this  teacher  training  program  is  to  fa- 
miliarize teachers  with  the  influence  ol  aviation  on  our  econ- 
omy and  standards  ol  living  and  to  inform  them  of  sources 
of  material  which  may  be  integrated  into  existing  education 
curriculms  at  all  levels  oi  teaching  (hroughoul  grade  schools 
and  high  schools. 

Teachers  may  obtain  more  specific  information  by  writ- 
ing to  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission,  the  Slate  De 
partment  of  Public  Instruction  or  the  Education  Department— 
of  the  Stale  University  at  Missoula. 


WISCONSIN  PROPOSES  NEW  TAX  SYSTEM  ON  PLANES 
Wisconsin's  Senate  has  passed  and  sent  to  the  House  a 
bill  to  provide  a new  system  of  taxing  airplanes,  which  are 
now  taxed  in  the  slate  as  general  properly.  Under  the  pro- 
posed legislation,  planes  would  be  registered  with  the  State 
Aeronautics  Commission  and  taxed  on  the  basis  oi  empty 
weight,  with  fees  ranging  from  SIS  to  $202  a year.  The  an- 
ticipated $150,000  yield  from  the  lax  would  go  into  the  state 
aviation  fund.

You  probably  ore  lamillor  with  a rolati%  .y  i^ew  phase 
ol  the  oviallon  Industry  m Montana  which  at  this  time  Is  the 
largest  commercial  aviation  activity  In  the  stale. 

The  use  ot  oircrall  In  the  distribution  oi  chemical  on 
crops  lor  the  control  of  insects  and  weeds  has  developed 
throughout  the  country  and  this  particular  industry  in  Mon- 
tana has  accelerated  faster  than  ^ other  ports  ol  the  country 
due  to  the  ideal  agricultural  factors  which  include  large 
acreages  In  wheat  and  alfalfa. 

The  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  has  aided  in  the 
development  of  this  Industry  by  sponsoring,  with  the  Stale 
College,  a crop  spraying  school  for  pilots  and  in  encouraging 
responsibility  on  the  port  of  flight  operators  to  the  public  m 
requiring  that  all  aircraji  equipped  for  crop  spraying  be 
covered  by  public  liability  and  properly  damage  insurance. 

A survey  by  the  office  of  the  commission  indicates  that 
this  Will  be  the  largest  crop  spraying  year  m the  history  of 
the  Industry  in  Montano  with  an  ->sllmaled  2.600,000  acres 
which  will  have  been  sprayed  by  aircraft.  One  hundred 
and  seventy-four  agricultural  aircraft  have  been  registered 
with  the  office  oi  the  commission  this  year  and  202  pilots 
hove  been  registered  as  agricultural  pilots.  It  is  esilmoled 
lhal  the  flight  operators  in  Montana  have  belter  than  one  mil- 
lion dollars  invested  in  equipment  used  in  this  industry. 
The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  figures  show  that  the 
wheat  yield  has  been  increosed  by  twenty  percent  by  the 
use  of  chemicals  in  weed  control.  It  is,  therefore,  apparent 
that  the  aviation  industry  has  contributed  to  the  economy 
of  Montana  for  19S3  by  increasing  the  wheat  crop  In  on 
amount  better  than  20  million  dollars.  Other  uses  oi  agri- 
cultural aircraft  includes  the  control  oi  insects  in  timber  areas 
and  It  is  probable  ihai  several  thousand  acres  ol  limber 
land  will  be  sprayed  by  aircraft  in  Montana  within  the  next 
30  days. 

This  Is  our  biggest  year  in  agricultural  aviation  as  the 
weather  conditions  have  created  a situation  wherein  ground 
spray  equipment  cannot  gel  into  the  fields  and  growth  of 
weeds  has  been  stimulated  by  the  unusual  amount  ol  rain- 
fall. 

The  above  opiomisllc  view  ol  agricultural  aviation  has 
not  been  accomplished  without  risk  or  worry  on  the  part  of 
the  agricultural  flight  operator.  Wo  have  had  ten  serious 
flight  accidents  to  dale  Including  one  fatality.  An  analysis 
of  these  accidents  reveals  that  the  immediate  cause  oi  most 
of  them  has  been  flying  Into  obstructions  and  stalling  the 
aircraft  in  a turn.  Contributing  factors,  no  doubf,  include  in- 
experience on  the  port  of  some  pilots  In  flying  a heavily 
loaded  airplane  and  fatigue  by  flying  loo  many  hours. 

Agricultural  flying  requires  a high  degree  of  skill  and 
coneentrotlon.  A check  ol  the  inlury  to  pilots  involved  in 
these  accidents  reveals  that  some  ol  these  injuries  may 
iiove  been  avoided  had  the  pilot  been  using  shoulder 
homess.  It  is  believed  that  shoulder  harness,  and  stall  warn- 
ing on  agncultural  aircraft  would  aid  in  reducing  the  number 
of  crop  spraying  aircraft  accidents. 


HNLETTER  IT  ES  SINGLE  AIR  SERVICE 

The  Air  Force  on^  Wavy  should  be  combined  into  a 
single  air  service,  according  to  former  Secretary  ot  the  Air 
Force  Thomas  K.  Flnletler,  writing  in  the  current  issue  of  Col- 
lier's magorme  Finlelter  said  that  the  Navy,  wiih  Us  em- 
phasis on  carrier  task  forces,  is  largely  on  atr  service  now 
and  that  merger  with  the  Air  Force  would  keep  air  atomic 
power  ' individual  separate,  single-minded,  forward  looking 
and  imaginative.  " 

V^riting  In  another  publication,  Newsweek,  former  USAF 
Chief  ot  Staff  Gen.  Cvl  A.  Spaatz  declared  thot  a new 
agency  composed  of  both  civilians  and  military  should  be 
created  to  study  new  scientific  developments  and  their  pos- 
sible military  uses.  He  also  slated  that  the  Secretary  ot  De- 
fense should  have  more  power  to  impox-  uniform  policies  on 
the  Army,  Navy  and  Air  Force  "in  areas  where  all  services 
are  concerned, "--Am.  Av.  Daily 

VANDENBERG  TELLS  OF  RUSSIAN  JET  BOMBERS 

Gen.  Hoyt  S.  Vandenberg  says  Russia  has  a rapidly 
growing  fleet  of  light  jet  bombers  which  he  saui  are  the 
IL-28'f-  He  didn't  describe  the  plane  beyond  saying  It  was 
a twin  iel.  but  said  lhal  if  It  were  pul  up  agoinst  the  Alli^~ 
in  Korea,  it  could  "quickly  leopoidiM"  the  UN  position  there. 

The  retiring  Air  Force  Chief  of  Staff  expressed  his  view 
on  Soviet  capabililies  to  a House  committee  m executive  ses- 
sion on  March  6 but  they  now  have  been  published  In  the 
Congresstonal  Record.  His  testimony  wos  In  support  of  his 
long-standing  contention  lhal  143  wings  (instead  ol  the  120 
under  the  admimstralion's  revised  budget)  is  the  minimum 
force  which  can  discourage  agression  and  provide  Instant 
retaliation  If  Russia  starts  war. 

Vandenberg  olso  said  that  Soviet  TU-4  medium  bomber 
can  "deliver  the  atomic  bomb  through  staging  bases  already 
prepared  in  Siberia  and  Northern  Russia  to  any  target  in 
the  U.  S.  in  a one-way  mission."  He  caution^  that  the 
number  of  U.  S.  heavy  bombers  of  ultra-long  range,  like  the 
B-36  and  B-62,  always  will  be  limited,  and  therefore  the  U.  S. 
must  have  allies  and  bases  for  medium  bombers  withm 
striking  distance  of  targets  behind  the  Iron  Curtatn.--Am. 
Avn.  Daily
